Discovery of Fire. 


It was a little after 3 o'clock yester- 


day afternoon when four men were en- 
;aged storing fruit and produce in the

Saker and others were about to walk up 
the steps to the upper floor, the fire 
>roke out and in a few moments the in- 
ferior of the place was fire and smoke.

The opposition of The Tribune of Xew 


Vork to the idea of cutting down post- 
office expenses by cutting down the free 
rural service is frank a« it is forcible. 
There is abundant graft the Department 
at Washington can cut off mid would 
cut off, were it not for the "interests" 
that keep the official graft in evidence 
that their self interests be served. One 
interest is the transportation companies 
whioh receive enormous pay for their 
work and the railroads ore referred to 
in particular. 
The amounts paid these 


are practically a fifth of tho entire in- 
come of the Department with the costs 
of transportation over a fourth of the 
receipts. 
Agnin there is the franking 


privilege together with tho fact 
the 


government gives no credit on the books 
for the heavy costs of carrying the mail 
matter and supplies emanating from the 
Departments. 
There is no credit for 


the franking rights exercised by con- 
gress and others. Then to be consider- 
ed is the high prices paid by the govern- 
ment for the u=e of postal cars for rail 
service, a rental that officially is report- 
ed equal to tin- cost of such cars every 
twu vear-i.

to place, .the lid on the. general delivery 
letter system it can be stated, is not to 
make trouble, but to save trouble for the 
innocent, sind to make all sorts of fak- 
ing less easy. But-whether or not tils 
step to be ta-ken and which has been tak- 
en in some cities will be endorsed- by the 
courts and most people, may be a differ- 
<nt proposition. The government is un- 
dertaking to see1 that no mail matter is 
delivered at the sr.-cnlled general deliv- 
ery except to persons known or who etui 
be identified, and this, step is .prompted 
admittedly with the best of motives. It 
is intended to stop the, fictitious address- 
es', the delivery of mail to young people 
unknown to their families, and to flirty 
married people, also in this way to keep 
a careful track upon all strangers. 


Personal identification cards is the 


expression used, and this involves identi- 
fication of some sort satisfactory to the 
postoft'ice peopli;.

A movement of the National Federa- 


tion of Labor through its vice president

CONTROL MONEY IN POLITIC 


Colorado is one of the few states tak- 


ing up the matter of excessive expendi- 
tures in politics. It has enacted a law 
upon the subject, this prohibiting pri- 
vate disbursements, the state paying the 
expense for all offices except those com- 
ing under the definition of federal of- 
fices. 
The people, are forbidden to con- 


tribute 
for political purposes in any 


manner. Our own state is considering 
this same feature, but for reasons pass- 
ed the subject over at the last regular 
session with the intention on the part.of 
those more interested in the subject of 
bringing it up «t the special session, 
which may or may not be called. Just 
how far political expenditures may be 
controlled may be a question, but there 
arc purposes to which most men will 
agree should not be legalized. It is a 
fair subject for consideration and there 
should be no intolerance shown in the de- 
bates. 
An account of this Colorado pro- 


cess states: 


"Each candidate may pay to the cam- 


paign fund a sum equal to forty per 
cent of the first year's salary of the of- 
fice sought. The stale treasurer is di- 
rected to pay to the state chairman of 
each party a sum equal to -2iJ cents for 
each vote cast for the nominee of the 
party for governor at the last preceding 
election. The state chairman in turn 
must transmit to each county chairman 
of his party in the state \2'-/s cents for 
each party vote in the county. 


"The state chairman of each party is 


obliged to execute a bond guaranteeing 
that he will cause half the campaign 
fund received by him to be expended 
"for legitimate campaign expenses" &n<l 
will turn the other half over to the 
county chairmen of his party.. Within 
thirty days after election the state chair- 
man mu»t make a report showing how 
his half of the money has been expended. 
There is no requirement for like reports 
by the county chairmen, nor any direc- 
tion as to how the funds appropriated to 
the counties shall be used." 


It may be considered as humorous, 


sarcasm or foreign to the subject, but it 
must be obvious to secure a uniformity 
as between candidates and absolute fair- 
ness, one candidate should have no more 
advantage than another. The purpose of 
these reform laws is to secure this equal- 
ity and supposedly to place all men upon 
an equal basis us to the expenditure of 
money.' But 
this 
should 
necessarily 


reach other sources of influences that 
may not be'placed under the definition 
of corruption. Thus as said, oratory ns 
the gift of one man places him ns to in- 
fluence as against others, but in our sen- 
atorial elections in particular, money 
beat oratory all to pieces. Now to Strict- 
ly limit uses of money advances the man 
with the gift of tongue to say eloquence, 
and ability to personally canvass ahead 
of the man with money. But here has 
failed to place all on an equal basis. 
Then certainly it is not always those 
with the coin that may make the best 
officials. 


But under the new system will our 


politics deteriorate or such be brought 
to a higher plane? Will the public se- 
cure better men or will they secure in- 
ferior timber for the offices? 
Will it 


even 
make any difference? 
Will 
our 


newer systems invite into the political 
field men seeking honorable advancement, 
or deter from looking for political hon- 
ors or serving the people? Then again 
do the people or will the people have 
every opportunity of calling out such of 
their fellow citizens as may please them''.. 


HUMAN SALVAGE AT SEA 


The International Maritime Congress 


has added a new terror for those who 
travel by water. Presumably the mean- 
ing of human salvage per the change 
adopted in salvage laws, is the same as 
the redemption of the property saved by 
a certain proportion of tho value, gen- 
erally nearly the entire thing. Therefore 
hereafter human beings saved in these 
wrecks or on board vessels so helpless 
that the tow rope had to be extended, 
will be duly valued the same as the res- 
cued ship and have to be paid for in 
some way. 
It will be an interesting 


speculation in the newer order of sea 
matters, and the salvage laws apply to 
rivera and lakes as well, who will fix; 
the valuation of the human beings saved 
Will the rescued fix the value, or the 
rescuers'; 
Then if these don't agree on 


terms as in instances of natural proper- 
ty, the courts will have to fix a value. 
Meanwhile are the saved humans to be 
oorraled until they redeem themselves, 
or the owners of the saved crafts do «o 
for them, or will they go at liberty? 
If not at liberty until salvage is duly 
paid, a new form of human chattels hns 
been formally adopted.

in good faith by congress us it was so 
drawn up by the distinguished Republi- 
can senator. If it has not in the per- 
formance realized all that was expected, 
and if trusts justs the same have_nour- 
ished with increased numbers, it is not 
because of any purpose, but because of 


1 ed but. admittBa^..*pt.,iBith,jWni.Bg.-Jiucr 
cess, thou'gh it has dissolved some trusts, 
notably the notorious Ohio Ediston af- 
fair. This may not be-,ttie exact name, 
sut"it is near enough. So without in 
the least being disrespectful, as a trust 
jursting proposition the Sher'maii law. 
las not proven a brilliant success. If 
Borne people* 'have - believed it has been 
;hc provincaiialone of the «goverament' to 
•>ring suits under this law, they have be- 
ieved wrongly. Suits may be brought 
otherwise, and 
but 
few have 
been 


wrought. Evett though the terms of this 
aw gave three times the amount of dam- 
ages if the suit was won, still this has 
been shown to have not been very much 
of a temptation. 


The federal government has tried its 


hand, but it neither has waged a very 
successful war upon the trusts and trade 
combinations. This has not 
been of 


purpose, but to other, causes leading to. 
failures. 
Then too not all trusts have 


been bad trusts and this Roosevelt main- 
tained, yet in principle a trust is a trust 
just the same. A trade combination may 
resort to nefarious trade conspiracies, 
and again there may he trade combina- 
tions that have played the game fairly. 
But still after all there has been that de- 
terring of individual enterprise that has 
not been good for the general public. 


It is being contemplated to bring in 


this Sherman anti-trust law for needed 
repairing. 
The proposition is to -write a 


new law or1 materially amend the law. 
In'this amendment likely there ma-y be 
a distinguishing as between orderly cor- 
porations that have included other cor- 
porations in one'form, and corporations 
that do not or have not obeyed the laws 
of trade and of fairness. Then it may 
be made clearer that the law does not 
mean organizations of men not organiz- 
ed for business purposes, as labor unions, 
farmers, granges, and the plain ordinary 
state corporation. But yet 
with 
the 


amendments it ought to be made very 
plain that any form 
of organization 


whatever that does violate the laws are 
not without the pale of punishment. 


THE WATl-R POWERS COMMITTEE 


Advices from Madison -would indicate 


one of the legislative committees 
may 


not report that the subject be served up 
at the coming special session. This .is 
the Water Powers, a select number of 
names supposed to be familiar with the 
matter who have been credited 
with 


spending considerable time this summer 
and fall unearthing the mysteries and 
angularities of water powers. 
While 


one prominent member, 
Senator Bird 


states in his judgment the information 
can not be digested and prepared 
in 


time for the special session, other mem- 
bers rather think differently and that a 
report can be made as well as not. 


From what can be 
heard, the com 


mittee may conclude to report that the 
state does have control of the power of 
the. streams, and that when so used HS 
water powers the state should charge a 
nominal fee. 
Then as to this assumed 


authority of the state; the committee, it 
would be inferred, are inclined to be- 
lieve only court decisions can determine 
the real power and the extent of the 
authority of the state c-.ver the streams. 


The subject is not at present a burn- 


ing one, and if another year was taken 
to consider, that is, skipping any spe 
cial session, no harm would or could re 
suit. For if the state has control now it 
equally would have when the next reg 
ular wssion begins, and all that might 
be lost would possibly be some revenue 
since the state could not enact a retro- 
active law covering back water rentals. 
Then again the committee as 
under- 


stood, will advise only a nominal charge 
anyhow. 
Xo corporation if grabbing in 


the meanwhile would secure 
anything 


more than it had before it made the 


It is believed the public, would .be 


just as.pleased if no special legislative 
session was held at all, as the various 
subjects held over, are certainly very 
. weighty in more than one sense, and can 
keep over the interval, with the advan- 
tage that the people will be. accustom- 
ing themselves tc the proposed decided 
innovations. 


THE PROSPERITY WAVE 


The country is vapidly recovering from 


the prostration of the fall of 1907 and 
part of 1008. Every sign is promising of 
return of the golden days, and best of all, 
there are- indications at least some of the 
mistakes and methods of former days 
will in the new prosperity be avoided. 
Our money system is practically perfect, 
barring some additions the wizards would 
attach; the crops this year have been 
unusually abundant; the financial condi- 
tions are-cxccllent, and for the first time 
the great west is drawing but little mon- 
ey from its vast deposits in the eastern 
banks. The iron and steel mills are busy 
and buying orders, arc far more in evi- 
dence C-8 to plcnteouoness than in the 
absence. The railroads are very liberal 
buyers in the material markets, with the 
structural- iron and ntcel products in 
good demand indicating an active, real 
estate market with activity in new build- 
ings iu progress in the cities.

nothing, foolish to check. There is every 
evidence prosperity wants to abide with 
us all, so give it welcome. Confidence is 
perchfld aloft and let us show wisdom 
that good judgment, that will not fright 
en off.

Judge Heck, District Attorney Thomp- 
son and City Attorney 
Burgess, 
very 


thoroughly questioned the physicians on 
the points of what 
constituted sanity 


and insanity.

I: ;:pt. Lewis testified and was of the 


opinion that nt times the patients wore 
Nino nnd he believed that they should 
be released; that he did not think they 
wore dangerous or a menace to society. 
It r.lso developed during his testimony 
that when thp patients at the asylum 
Irnrncd of the applications having been 
mm'11, there was a sensation 
at 
the 


house as there are many there who labor 
under the impression that they arc sane. 
Ho believer that there were many pa- 
tients there who at times were sane and 
other times insane. Mr. Lewis was not 
clear as to who had the power to parole 
patients. 
Some said he had the power 


and others said not. 


There hnd boon some talk with the 


trustees but he could get no definite idea 
as to authority. In his opinion it was 
best to remove those who were cured 
from in contact with those not cured.

limits of the city arc having the time of 
•their lives protecting garden truck and 
.•fruit-from thieves. Almost every day 
foreigners visit the farms in «umber* 
Hind .make no bones of gathering in 
Vverythinp that *uits tho fancy. Toma- 
tofK, potatoes., cucumbers, .onions, etc., 
nre 
lugged 
off by the bushels, 
while 


scores of melons are also stolen. 


One .day at the Jackscn. farm, across 


the road from the Ben Bones farm, when 
the occupants were away, neighbors no 
ticed people going in and out of the 
promises. Investigation revealed that no 
less than twenty-two persons in the 
garden and fields, helping themselves to 
anything that grew and was above lh« 
g.-ound. It wns hard work to eonvinc* 
Ithem that. Uiey had no legal right to 
fcteal .the property, and 2 fight nearly re- 
tultcd before they were chased away. 


Armed With a Club. 


Another farmer states that when veg- 


\etables' were ready to gather he was 
[obliged to go out every single, evening 
iri the week, armed with a cl'.ih or gun 
innd

busy to follow up and prosecute these

Tne 
fruit was taken from the Pratt farm 
southwest of the. city. Mr. Pratt when 
swearing out the warrants, said that.eil- 
izcns of Racine had not the slightest 
idea of the tierce fight the farmers were 
iorct;! to make in protecting their prop- 
erty from these foreigners.
